and population, as the eneouragement of matrimony, and nothing 

will be more likely to encourage it, than for the lower orders of 
the people to ſee, that He rich. and great are ready and willing to 25 
contribute towards their happineſs Autl Mpport, in fo honorable a 
ſtate.

| Benevolent Iuſtitution by cenſuring or condemning other charities ;— 
the. hoſpitals for the reception of poor women in the hour of labour 
are particularly deſerving. of praiſe ; yet experience convinces they 
| can afford but a partial relief to the numerous poor, of this great 
= metropolis, and its vicinity ; ; for there are thouſands of poor mar- 

| _ ried women in theſe cities, who occaſionally want charitable aſſiſt- 

q | ance in their diſtreſs, but, who cannot. procure admiſſion into the 
Z hoſpitals, if they were diſpoſed to ſolicit it; and if all, who might 
„ iir, could be Anitted, yet the "oy clrcumſtance of ſeparating 

yomen 
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women from their huſbands and families, muſt be highly diſagree- 
able and inconvenient to the parties; for not to inſiſt upon the fact, 


that a poor couple have as much tenderneſs for each other as thoſe 
in more elevated ſtations of life, yet the abſence of a mother from 
her family muſt-ereate great confuſion and diſtreſs; for though a 
voman during the time of ſuch indiſpaſition, may not be able to do 
much in her family, her being on the ſpot to direct what ui be 
done, will be, greatly conducive to regularity and good order; and 
render unneceſſary the ſuperintendence of the huſband, on whoſe 
labor the family depending entirely for ſupport, not an hour of 
his time can be loſt without. an eſſential injury. Or ſhould he have 
no family, his wife being from home, he may be induced. to ſpend 
his evenings in a public houſe, where he may form connections 
which may ultimately deſtroy. his own happineſs, bereave his wife 
of a once affectionate huſband, and rob the community of a good 
and uſeful member; while on the other hand, the huſband being 
an eye-witneſs to the ſorrows of his wife, all the finer feelings : are 


awakened, ſhe is more loved, while affection for the new- born 


offspring ſtimulates the poor artizan to freſh efforts of induſtry. 
The deſign, therefore, of this charity is, to afford to poor mar- 
ried women, at their own habitations, the aſſiſtance of mid wives, 
regularly inſtructed in their .bufineſs, and all neceſſary medicipes 
during the time of their lying-in; and in all caſes of difficulty and 
danger, the advice and aſſiſtance of a. phyſician and man-midwife ; 
which as it may be done comparatively at a ſmall expence, the 
promoters of this PLAN. wiſh to recommend. it, to the notice and 
patronage of the PuBLIc, hoping for the aſſiſtance of theiliberal in 
the execution of a ſcheme calculated for the preferyation of life, 
the relief of indigence, the honor of marriage, the encouragement 
of population, and as a conſequence . of all n the general wel- 
fare of ſociety.
